The terrible accident came upon the 


Doiler house employes without warning 
nd only one of them, a Pole, escaped 
uninjured. The others were buried be- 
ween the mass of debris and some of 
he bodies were not recovered for two 
lours. 
The boiler on the western end of the 


louse is supposed to have been the 
irst to explode and then the adjoining 
toilers went up in quick succession, 
he repeated explosions resembling the 
oar of heavy artillery. 


Only nine of the thirty-six boilers 


escaped destruction, and even these 
were so badly damaged that they are 
useless. Many of the boilers were torn 
apart near the center by the terrible 
force and the two parts would then 
,ake different directions.

quarter of a mile and lodge! in the 
slush bank northwest of where the 
toiler house formerly stood. Another 
that took a similar direction, crashe< 
through the side of the breaker ant 
lodged against the railroad line.

brilliant dash, cairying a Jine ot trenches, 
with a loss of ji tlurel of his men. But tho 
sacrifices were useless Xothing remaineel 
10 possession of the Union troops except- 
ing what, Htaiinard clung to around Foit 
Harrison. This emboldened the Confed- 
erates to try to regain what they had lost, 
and throughout the night preparations 
were me.de for a granel counter attack. 
Duringthe forenoon of theSOththocnemy'a 
gunboats tossed 9 inch shells into Stan- 
nard'b lines, doing little damage, how- 
ever. About noon two field batteries ap- 
peared in the open giouud in front of the 
newly constructcel parapet, and opened 
fire At 12 30 a storming column cmoi^cd 
from tho screen of woods about. 400 yards 
distant, advancing in three lines upon the 
right or northeast quarter of tho work. 3t 
happened that Stannard had stationed his 
Spencer riflemen behind tho parapet at that 
point. Tho heavy guns captured in the 
work were unsuitable lor short range fir- 
ing, and the light batteries in the fort 
were without ammunition, so salvation 
depended upon tho muskets. The first line 
of Confederates camo on with n yell, but 
the Spencers cut them down in swaths, 
and the survivors returned totheshclterof 
the woods, from which a second lino im 
mediately started, with fierce yells and a 
rush that carried them to the ditch of the 
fort 
The slaughter was terrific, and all 


who survived thiew down their arras, pre- 
ferring surrender to certain death. In tho 
repulse of these two charges tho riflemen 
l\ad expended all their Spencer cartridges, 
and tho situation in tho fort was desperate 
in tho highest degree. Stannard paced the 
rampart back and forth, with his sword in 
one hand and his hat in the other, animat- 
ing the soldiers by gestures and well timed 
words. During tho second assault Con- 
federate shells ignited the pino Ijarrauks 
in the inclosurc, and the intense heat 
nearly made tho breastworks untenable 
for the riflemen. Tho structures were 
finally torn down and the flames smother- 
ed with earth. Fortunately also a wagon 
load of Spencer ammunition elrove* up to 
the sally port, and although Confederate 
bullets flew like hail, and tho teams wore 
shot down in their traces, tho ammunition 
reached the parapets in time to help re- 
pulfac the third and last Confederate charge. 
While standing erect on tho works', direct- 
ing his men, Stnnnard received n bullet, 
which shattered his right arm and sent 
him, fainting, to the ground. With their 
attention riveted upon tho enemy advanc- 
ing in front, tho men did not learn of tho 
catastrophe until tho last assault had been 
repulsed, with fearful slaughter, and then 
tho cheers of victory weio broken in upon 
by tho startling rumor, passed along tho 
line in whispers, "Stannurd is killed!" It 
was a false report, for the heroic Vormont- 
er only exchanged an arm for the posses- 
sion of Fort HmrJson, which was hold to 
tho end of the war.

Thomas has done well in the world. 
First he was a common table waiter, 
then a head waiter and finally a hotel 
proprietor on his own hook. 
In the 


iummer he runs his owu hotel at Sara- 
toga lake. It is a day resort. Tho peo- 
;>lo who go to spend money at Saratoga 
every summer drive- out to Mr. Thomas' 
Saratoga Lake hotel to get dinners and 
suppers. 
Far famed aud excellent are 


tho cooking and table service there. Oue 
General Molineanx says he has seen as 
•nany as 500 carriages waiting in front 
if the Saratoga Lake hotel for their oc- 
cupants to finish dining. As many as 


1,000 
persons sit sometimes at the tables 


at ouce. 


In winters Mr. Thomas has charge oi 


the table service at tho tremendously 
swagger Lakewood hotel, New Jersey, 
where nobody but blneblooded million- 
ires iuid their families aro supposed to' 
live. Mr. Thomas has eight children, 
all of them well educated and brought 
up accustomed to luxury. If he were 
white, any neighborhood would be glad 
to welcome him awl his family. Bnt 
lie is part negro. 


Now, 
without prejudice to the sensi- 


tivities of Brooklyu one way or tho oth- 
er, wo wish to call the attention of col- 
ored people to the fact that there is an 
excellent opening for them the world 
over • to make • fortunes in precisely the 
way Thomas made his. Colored peo- 
ple, men and women, are better,.,.pppks 
and caterers than white peonlB:jare. 
Thero is no prejudice againsfcwoT.ed 
cooks, caterers or hotel keepers. Ono 
would just as soon stop at a hotel kept 
in first class stylo by a colored man as 
by a white man, rather sometimes be- 
cause" of tho reputation of colored peo- 
ple for preparing good food. 


A spotlessly clean, attractive hotel or 


oatiug house, with also spotlessly clean 
waiters not too avaricious in the matter 
of tips and such food as few know BO 
well as the black cook how to prepare, 
would be fin immediate success any- 
where. 


To Prevent Forest Fires. 


Professor B. Fernow, chief of, the 


forestry division of .the United States 
agricultural department, has mado tho 
following recommendations in regard 
to forest fires. If tho states will hoed his 
suggestions, tho disasters of the autumn 
iu Minnesota, Wisconsin aud Michigan 
will never bo repeated in this country: 


First-.—Appoint 0110 state firo commissioner, 


who is to be tho responsibly agent of the state 
for carrying tho law into effect and organis- 
ing the service, and who is paid for his work 
in proportion to tho valno of his services. 


Second.—Make all sheriffs responsible for 


the putting out of flrcs in their county and for 
apprehending any incendiaries; give the sher- 
iffs power to swear in special fire wardens to 
act n« their deputies, with power to employ a 
posse -when necessary to flght fires. 


Third.— Erect watfli towers* in imitablo lo- 


cations for tho nso of fire wardens, and if 
pos- 


sible establish telegraphic connection between 
them. Employ additional special flrc patrols 
in tbo (lanRcrotis districts during the danger- 
ous months, July and August., 


Fourth.—Require all lumber operators to 


burn tlu-ir debris early in tho spring (May)— 
it cjtn IMS done, bccauso ifc ig being dono suc- 
cessfully, cheaply and willingly by some—and 
if they do not comply hare tho flrc warden do 
it for them, charging the lumberman with tbo 
expense. 


Fifth.—Rcquiro railroad companies, who aro 


rc-snonsibjc for n largo Bhary of tho fires, to 
uwc spark arresters and to clean their ash pits 
with care, and make them responsible llndor 
tb" law for careless incendiarism andfordar.r 
ages. TVith H properly instituted officer to 
look after them, they will readily avoid most 
of the fires. They fmould also be required to 
k'erp their right of way on both sides cleared 
of inilammablo material. 


Sixth.—Require settlors ftml farmers to give 


notice of their intention to burn brush to the 
fire warden, and to obey bis instructions as to 
the time and manner of doing it. 


Speculations aro current as to what

If his sou proves to bo as progress- 
ive as Alexander JI or tho late Em- 
peror Frederick of Germany, then may- 
bo the downfall of the present Russiau 
dynasty will be postponed during anoth- 
er 
reign.

Text of the £60sou, Luke T, 1-11—Mem- 


ory Verses, 4-6—Golden Text, Mark i, 
17 — Commentary by the Bev, 1>. M. 
Stearns. 


I. "And it came to pass that, as the peo- 


ple pressed upon him to hear the word of 
God, He stood by the lake of Cenni-saroth." 
After Ho was expelled from Nazareth, as 
B-e saw in last week's 1,'sson, Ho for a 
time nmde Capernaum His center (Math, 
iv, IS) that prophecy might be fulfilled. 
About that time Andrew and Pctur,.Tamcs 
aSd John received a eall to follow Him 
and did so (Math, iv, 18-22). Among tho 
many sick aud suffering whom Ho healed 
in Uanomaum wore tho man in the syna- 
gogue with an unclean spirit and the 
mother of Simon's wife. Throughout all 
Galilee Ho boaleil all manner of disease 
and preached tho gospel of the. kingdom, 
80 thatHisfamo spread over.vwbcro(Math. 
iv, ;W-25). In tho midst of this popularity 
today's lesson finds Him preaching to tho 
people hungering for the word on tho 
Bhoro of Galilqc's sea. From my present 
experience in 15 Hiblc classes, held in as 
many different cities und towns, in which 
I meet from 3,000 to 3,000 people weekly in 
all kinds of weather, I most earnestly tes- 
tify to all preachers and teachers that peo- 
ple still hunger for tho word of Bod. Why 
should there be a fuminc? (Amos viii, 11, 
IS.) 


3. "And saw two ships standing by the 


lake, but tho fisherman were gone out of 
them and were washing their nets." This 
is clearly a different incident from that iu 
Math, iv, 18-82, for there the men were in 
the ships, two of them casting a net and 
two mending thtir nets. How Interesting 
it is that all wo do is seen and noted, and 
tho Spirit thinks it worth while- to record 
whether these men were washing or mend- 
ing or casting their nets! If wo would 
live always as under tho eye of tho Lord, 
what, a dlfforeneo it might make! 


8. '-And He entered into one of the 


ships, which was Simon's, and prayed 
him that ho would thrust out a little from 
tho land. And He sat down and taught 
the people out of tho ship." To appreciate 
this fully ono must remember that a fish- 
ing boat is not always'tho sweetest nor 
cleanest kind of a vessel, and some Chris- 
tian, pooplo would consider well before 
stepping into a fishing boat, even to do 
peop'e good. Let us consider Jesus and 
have more of His spirit. What Ho would 
teach the people wo may imagine from 
His discourse witii Kicodcmus and tho 
woman of Samaria, etc. It would surely 
ho concerning tho kingdom and how to 
reach it and walk worthy of it. 


4. "Now, when Ho had left speaking, 


He said iinto Simon, Launch out into tho 
deep and let down your nets for a draft."

Some Interentlns Facts About Wonder- 


ful Fireflies. 


Tho Imposing McClellau Statue Soon 


Unveiled In Philadelphia. 


After repeated and disappointing delays 


the imposing equestrian statue of General 
George B. McCIollan, "the hereof Antie- 
tarn," will Im unveiled in Philadelphia 
Oct. 24. The pedestal, which was erected 
some timoago at a large expense by tho 
state of Pennsylvania, stands at tho north- 
west corner of tho city Jmll plaaa, and tho 
statue, which was cast in a dozen pieces, 
weighing altogether about four tons, is al- 
ready in place. The statue is the design 
of Henry J. Kllicott of Washington and 
represents '" Little Mac" as ho appeared 
at Antiotam checking the advance of Lee. 
Horse and rider am about 1 }£ tlmps lifo 
size and arc (if United States statuary 
bronze. The horse, which is modeled after 
tho charger General McCIollan rodo at 
Antictam, is represented as pausing upon 
the crest of u hill with head and cars erect 
and mouth and nostrils dilated, as if 
scenting tho smoke of battle. On his back 
sits the stern, grim, thoughtful soldier, 
with his army cap over his eyes and bis 
cool, calm pose in striking contrast with 
the nervous, excited pose of the noblo ani- 
mal beneath him. 


The pedeste.1,which is of granite, is said 


to be one of tho most ornato and beautiful 
pedestals in the country. Its brond base 


. Langley, in his experiments 


j witl» fireflies, decided that the light 
does not depend on the vital principle 
of the insect. He found that the eggs 
became luminous on being shaken in a 
glass receptacle. Then he dried the 


J eggs and kept them iu that condition 
! for a long time. On ' being moistened 


I they shone. The dried eggs were pow- 
| dered in a mortar, but they gave light 


i cm being wetted. The beetles them- 
: selves, twelve hours after being killed 
' by electricity, were still luminous. So 
the professor infers that nothing more 
than a chemical combustion is con- 
cerned in tho manufacture of this 
cheapest light. 
He .thinks there is' 


hope that we may be able ' o reproduce 
it some day. To make a light equal in 
brilliancy to that of this tropical in- 
sect we must produce a temperature of 


,000 degrees. The firefly's lamp creates 


no heat that may be detected by the 
most delicate instruments. 
Jfs energy 


is entirely expended in illumination. 
Nature, while offering object lessons 
in the art on every band, laughs at 
man's efforts to imitate here in this 
field. There is a device known as 
Geissler's tube, by which a 
much 


greater light than that of the firefly is 
made without any heat, electric sparks 
being flashed through rarefied gases, 
but it is only a plaything of tha labora- 
tory. There are a good many kinds of 
fireflies in-tlie world. Those that give 
an intermittent light are popularly dis- 
tinguished as "lightning bugs." The 
[flow worm of literature is the female 
of a European firefly. She never ac- 
quires wings. Her luminous substance 
is a soft, yellowish grease, extending 
in a thin layer along cite inner sides of 
the abdomen. 
A few glow worms 


exist in the United States, but they are 
rare. The common fireflies of this 
country have wings, females as well as 
males. The lame are stout bodied and 
jrub like, found under stones and logs. 
They yield some light. Mosquitoes are 
the favorite prey of the Cuban fireflies. 
It is a pity that our own species have 
not the same taste. The "electric cen- 
tipedes" are black crawlers with many 
legs, .which have boon likened to ser- 
pents' skeletons in miniature. They 
move in snake-like fashion, forward or 
backward, leaving a bright trail of 
light. However, they are most accus- 
tomed to appear in the daytime, when 
the illumination they,.afford is not 
visible.
